SPORTSMEN'S BILL, BROUGH TO WRONG 
LEGISLATIVE BODY.

The story behind the Bill is that 
around Toronto one of the large 
corporations there was permit- 
ting refuse to flow into the lake 
which had some oily substance 
and naturally would float on top 
the water. This all therefore, col- 
lected on the beaches of lake On- 
tario creating a very obnoxious 
condition. Several saw mills also 
permitted sawdust, bark shavings 
tc. to flow into small streams and 


- hence into navigable waters. I 


believe all the members who sPo- 
ke on the Bill including myself 
were in favour of the principle 


of the Bill but oviously it was 


brought before the wrong Legis- 
lative Body. The correct place 
to have introduced the measure 
should have been in the Provin- 
cial Legislature. 


However, as I pointed out 
to the House in the few remarks 
I made, that the Bill would bring 
to focus a very unsatisfactory 
condition and by the publicity 
afforded the measure, would a- 
rouse -the public through news- 
papers, radios and other means 
of communication to the condi- 
tion which has to be corrected.

He found that after sitting 
in on hearings of Juvenile Courts 
that because that the] mothers 
and fathers did not take the pro- 
per interest in their children that 
the so-called crime comics affect- 
ed the lives of the young people. 

It would seem to me that \| 
this is very true. There is a ten- 
dency on the part of us, as a- 
dults, and as mothers and fathers 
to look to some outside agency 
as a guidjig principle for our 
children instead of .clothing our 
children at home with a garment 
of loe andsecurity, patience and 
tolerance, kindness and generosi- 
ty. 

As we strengthen and im- 
prove the home life of Canadians 
we have no reason to fear crime 

comics or any other evil influen- 
ce.

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PARKERS ARE FINED judges are so occubied ee. 

Revenue hyyngry cities are 
so busy grabbing parking viola- 
tors that they are letting serious 
traffic offenders go free, declares 
Albert Q. Maisel in the Reader’s 
Digest for November. In city af- 
ter city, Maisel charges, police 
and the courts have ganged up 
on the least dangerest of traffic- 
law breakers - the harassed sales- 
mann and the busy housewife 
who violate parking ordinances, 
though these motorist are guilty 
of little more serious duties to 
spend their days ticketing parked 
cars. 

In an article condensed from 
Kiwanis Magazine, Maisel con- 
tends that official overeagerness 
to punish parking violators has 
resulted in sharply inncreased 
drivning offenses of much more 
serious natyyre. Since the cam- 
paign to soak the parker has mo- 
re than doubled the already over- 
whelming burden of traffic cases 


little time to deal with speeders, 
drunken drivers, and evn _hit- 
and - run offenders. 


In most cities, Maisel charg- 
es, serious offenders are “all too 
easiy written off the books in a 
flood of dismissals and ridicu- 
lous small fines.” Cases of high- 
way slaughter, resulting from 
careless or drunken driving, 
which have heen punished by fi- 
nesas lo as $75. or a “slap- on- 
the-wrist license suspension of 
90 days”, are cited. Such record, 
the author holds, go a long way 
toward explaining why 
people are killed and 1,100,000 
others mained on American high 
ways each year.
